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Attachment to Interview Summary 

1 . Applicant called to discuss possible declaration evidence to distinguish over the 
art rejections. Applicant was advised that any experimental comparisons must state 
how any tested samples relate to the cited prior art. The examiner indicated that if the 
person doing the testing cannot testify as to the source of the samples tested, then 
another expert may testify as to the source of the samples and how they relate the 
closest cited prior art. The examiner indicated that the claims should be commensurate 
in scope to the evidence submitted to show an unexpected result The examiner also 
stated that any evidence that is used to distinguish over the art rejections would be part 
of the public record and not considered as confidential. 

Applicant also asked about the new matter rejection. Applicant argued that the new 
limitation of "no folds" was inherent in the instant product. The examiner indicated that 
applicant must prove that the limitation is in inherent in the product as claimed and not 
just inherent in any preferred embodiment in the instant specification. Applicant was 
advised to review the MPEP sections on new matter, inherency, and negative limitations 
in MPEP 2163.07(a) and MPEP 2173.05(i)
